‘and to-morrow some 2,250 exhibits will 
compete for honours in the picturesquely- 
situated Showgrounds on the Greenpark 
i Racecourse. 

| In the live-stock section there are 400 
‘entries, which include some _ well-bred 
horses and cattle. 


BIG FLOWER SECTION. 


The horticultural section on this 
occasion is responsible for 950, as against 
430 last year, nineteen classes for apples 
bringing out an entry of 153. 

The great object aimed at by the pro- 
moters of this section of the show, the 
North Munster Horticultural Society, is 
to encourage cottier and other amateur 
growers of fruit, flowers and vegetables to 
come forward with the result of their 
labours and compete against the owners of 
larger gardens. 

The response has been most encouraging, 
and from what was evident yesterday it is 
clear that the exhibits in point of quality 
will reach a high level of merit.

With large investments, 
the Board are at present engaged in a scheme 
for the extension of the wet dock to accom- 
modate the vessels of heavy draught now 
coming into port with grain cargoes.

Dublin, have for some months past a 
number of men employed clearing the 
ground required from the Corporation for 
the purpose, and when that is done work 
on the extensions will be undertaken.

FREE MILK SCHEME.

ADMINISTRATION IN 
COUNTY DUBLIN. 


At a special meeting of the County Dublin 
Board of Public Health yesterday a dis- 
cussion took place in regard to the adminis- 
tration of the distribution of free milk under 
the Local Government Board Grant. 

Mr. P. Belton, T.D., who presided, said 
that they had no staff under their control to 
administer the scheme. 

Mr. Fogarty—The scheme has been 
administered by the three boards of assist- 
ance in the county and city—namely, the 
Balrothery, Rathdown and Dublin Boards of 


Assistance. 
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Mr. Belton—We have no authority to tell 
the staffs of these Boards of Assistance to 
distribute this milk for us, and still we have 
no other aac agen, for doing it. 

They might ask the Local Government 
Department to direct the Boards of Assist- 
ance to administer the scher-> for them. 

This suggestion was agreed to.

Diving Birds. 


During the recent heat wave many 
people envied the diving birds in the 
neighbourhood of Dublin, whether those 
birds were cormorants off the rocks near 
Dalkey or small ducks on the shallow 
water in St. Stephen’s Green. It may 
interest some watchers to know that 
minute statistics have been obtained con- 
cerning the depth to which different birds 
dive, and also concerning the time that 
they spend under the water. Cormorants 
dive for rock fish, it seems; they go down 
about twenty-eight feet, and can stay 
under water for more than a minute— 
seventy-one seconds to be exact. Water 
hens have no “ bottom time’’; they go 
straight to the bottom of the river or 
pond, get the food that they want, and 
come up again; they are among the most 
primitive of the diving birds. Experts say 
that diving is not instinctive; that the 
young birds must be taught by their 
elders, and that, in some species, one sex 
has better divers than the other.

A prominent county councillor, who has 
been connected with local administration all 
his life, made an explanatory statement to an 
Irish Times reporter yesterday. 

‘The Appointments Commission was 
created, I believe, to avoid corruption,’’ he 
said, “ but I may add that, in a long experi- 
ence on different boards, I have never come 
across a case of corruption in regard to a 
local appointment. That, however, refers only 
to my own district, I cannot generalise for 
the Free State. Fs, 

“The question teems with difficulties. You 
asked me to deal with it on the basis of 
yecuring administrative efficiency alone. That 
is how it should be considered by everyone, 
but it is not.

The Government has now decided, ae- 
cording to the circular letter, just issued by 
the Commissioners, to revert to the no- 
alternative method. 

“The local people will have to accept 
without demur the verdict of the Commis- 
sioners as to whether or not a particular can- 
The procedure is that 
when an official is required the local body 
notifies the Commissioners of the type of 
person they desive, and what they will pay 
him, Occasionally, but not often, they are 
allowed to specify where he shall live, or 
something to that effect. The Commis- 
sioners advertise for the man, and under the 
latest order, over which there is bound to be 
considerable discussion, the local body is 
allowed only to approve of their subsequent 
selection. 

‘This idea formerly led, and will lead 
again, to dissatisfaction. For example, the 
Commissioners’ system of selection results 
in men new from the universities with first- 
class degrees getting preference over men 
who may not have quite such good degrees, but 
have long practical experience of wovk in 
the locality concerned, which may be of more 
value to the local board. Again, the Com- 
missioners’ practice cuts clean across the 
efforts of local bodies to appoint men who 
pay rates in their own area, and who are 
entitled in that way to special considera- 
tion ”’ 


THE SLIGO VIEW. 


Expressions of opinion on the new order, 
which, of course, affects local administra- 
tion in every district of the Free State, are 
expected from day to day as the usual meet- 
ings of councils and other bodies occnr. There 
will probably be an interesting divergence 
in view. That some strong courses of action 
will be urged is indicated by the case of 
Sligo County Council, which has resolved 
that the Appointments Commissioners be 
altogether abolished, ‘‘as the majority of the 
Irish people are not in favour of them.” 

Mr. F. Carty, T.D., who was chairman at 
the meeting, however, remarked that all polli- 
tical parties of the Free State favoured the

BUTTER FAMINE 
THREATENED. 
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SEOUEL TO BOUNTIES. 


-“ 
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Steps are under consideration bw the Free 


| State Department of Agriculture to meet a 


new economic threat which has arisen as a 
result of the bounties system. 

Complaints have been uttered by members 
of the Free State butter trade recently that 
the country is heading fo; a butter famine 
during the winter months, which would have 
to be met by imports of Danish and New 
Zealand butter. This would be the inevitable 
result of the present system pursued by the 
Government of dumping butter on the British 


| and Northern Treland markets unless steps 


were taken to avert it. 

Inquiries by an /rish Times representative 
yesterday revealed that bot) wholesalers and 
retailers are putting no butter into cold 
Storage for winter supplies because of the 
high prices charged hy creameries. 

‘‘ These prices,” it was explained, ‘ range 
from 132s. to 136s. a cwt., according to the 
quantity supplied, This is about 15s. in 
excess of what we would feel justified in 
paying. We are not blaming the creameries: 
it is all the result of the operation of the 
bounties.”’ 

lt was stated at the Department of Agri- 
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IGHT hundred and sixty-seven male and 
FE, eight hundred and twenty-one female 
children—a total of 1,686--attending 
schools in the County Dublin area were 
medically examined during the school year 
just concluded. These figures are taken from 
the annual report just issued cf Dr. J. A. 
Harbison, Senior Medical Officer. 

“On the whole,” it is stated, “ medical 
inspection was welcomed by the parents, and 
“se. gerd hensions were soon corrected. 
Some parents seemed to regard medical 
inspection as an adjunct to the Dispensary 
Medical Service, but when it was pointed 
out to them that it was as much a national 
service as the provision of education itself 
they were very willing to revise their 
opinions." : 

The scheme was initiated as recently as 
April, 1932. Owing to the necessity of gettin 
the required forms ready, the making of an 
obtaining sanction for nursing érrangements, 
and attending to various other preliminary 
details, such as arranging with schoo 
managers and teachers as to convenient dates, 
it had not been found possible to begin the 
work until after the Easter recess. “It will 
be seen,” Dr. Harbison reports, ' that it was 
only possible really to make an effective 
beginning with this service. This beginning 
was made in the North of the County, as it 
is intended to employ the assistant school 
medical officer, when appointed, in the 
Borough of Dun Laoghaire and the more 
populous districts around the city where 
schools are large, and it is desirable that 
medical inspection should proceed uninter- 
rupted. I, therefore, devoted my attention to 
the North County Dublin, of which area I 
hope to continue the major portion of the 
inspection, as it will require the full time of 
the Assistant School Medical Officer to cover 
the remainder.” 

The most frequently encountered defect was 
found to be carious teeth. ‘Three hundred 
and twenty-four boys and two hundred and 
eighty-one girls were treated for defective 
teeth, and one case of pyorrhoea among the 
girls was also recorded, The report submitted 
by the School Dental Surgeon, Mr. P.J. O’Brien, 
however, states that ‘‘A surprising high 
degree of dental cleanliness was noticeable 
in the children. Most gratifying features were 
the anxiety of the parents to avail themselves 
of the facilities provided for the dental treat- 
ment of their children, and their generally 
helpful attitude, and the excellent behaviour 
of the children under treatment.”’ 

Eleven per cent. of the children had de- 
fects of vision, which required correction. 
This figure compared favourably with other 
areas. 


UNCLEANLINESS. 

“ Untleanliness,’’ writes Dr. Harbison, “is 
a subject which is approached with some 
diffidence, but as the amount of general un- 
cleanliness, and uncleanliness of heads in 
particular, is capable of considerable reduc- 
tion, I feel that I cannot complete this re- 
port without reference to it. Cleanliness is a 
fundamental factor in maintaining the health 
of the child. It is neither good for the-child 
nor fair to his neighbour that he should be 
unclean. Chronic uncleanliness of heads con- 
duces to ill health in a variety of ways, and 
is one condition which admits of a definite 
and inexpensive remedy. Most parents of 
children in this condition when diplomatically 
approached are only too anxious to learn how 
the condition can be remedied and its recur- 
rence prevented. Scme adopt the helpless 
attitude that no matter what they do, it is 
inevitable. But for some of the worst 
offenders, more than occasional advice will 
be required to bring them towards a stan- 
dard of cleanliness, which will prevent them 
from becoming a source of re-infestation to 
those children w io should have our protection 
from such a risk. When the medical officer 
or school nurse has. given full instructions as 
to how cleansinz may be carried out authority 


‘to enforce, if necessary, such cleansing is 


urgently ‘needed.”’ 

‘“‘ Surveying even such a limited resume of 
medical inspections as is represented by our 
initial effort in this county, one must ask 
oneself are we dealing with the schoolchild so 
that not only are we correcting defects, but 
taking steps to build up for him a physique 
able to withstand the attacks of disease and 
deterioration and embodying a mind which 
can think clearly and develop its fullest 
capacity. If that be, as it should be, our 
ebject then there must be two necessary 
corolloraries, physical education and health 
education. Physical education trains and 
exercises the child’s body, aids its nervous 
control and regulation, develops its brain 
centres, establishes healthy functioning of its 
orgaus, trains the alertness of limb and senses, 
and is a vital aid to character building. We 
realise there are difficulties in the way of 
establishing a sound system of national physi- 
cal education in our schools, but they are not 
inguperable, and there are many willing 
hands waiting to help.”’

EFORE the Red Cross began its educa- 
B tional campaign throughout the world 

on behalf of reforms in nutrition, fruit 
and vegetables were much neglected in our 
dietary. Fashions in food are like fashiors 
in clothing in that tradition and prejudice 
play much too great a part. With the dis- 
covery of vitamins and advances in our 
knowledge of other aspects of nutrition, we 
have come to recognise the supreme import- 
ance of an ample representation of fruit and 
vegetables in a well-balanced diet. In the 
past in many countries babies were fed on 
milk alone until they were 12 or 14 months 
old. Now they are often given fruit and 
vegetables in some form or other after the 
fourth month. 

But even to-day the value of fruit and 
vegetables is still very inadequately ap- 
preciated in many quarters. In Switzerland, 
for example, the consumption of fruit has 
been calculated at only 60 kgs. per head per 
year. Yet fruit need not be regarded as an 
expensive luxury. It costs money, but the 
return is generous; for fruit not only con- 
tains vitamins, but also much valuable sugar, 
mineral salts and other important constituents 
of food. 

In the past fruit has either been eaten 
fresh or its juices such as those of apples 
and grapes, have been allowed to ferment 
and have been consumed as_ alcoholic 
beverages, Much of the nutritive value of 


fermentation; not only so, but a poison 1s 
substituted for food in the form. of alcohol. 
It has been calculated that a litre of fer-

It will 
thus be seen that the production of non-al- 
coholic cider should prove far more profitable 
than that of spirits, not to mention the 
greater material and other benefits following

In order to promote the preparation of 
alcohol-free cider which will keep, it is neces- 
sary to destroy or filter off the ferments which 
turn the sugar in the apple into alcohol.

“ANOTHER ARCTIC 
EXPEDITION. 


EXPLORING THE “GREAT 


NORTH-WEST.” 
—— 


One of the most romantic expeditions of 
modern times has just set out for the Arctic 
regions to the nort® of Canada. It is true 
that explorations on similar lines have been 
carried out on many occasions by the Cana- 
dian Government, but this year's trip coin- 
cides with a remarkable revival in public 
interest in the rich possibilites of the north- 
west territories and the vast wildernesses 
which hitherto have been regarded simply as 
an unnecessary appendage to the flourishing 
regions of central and southern Canada. 

The ship, the Nascopie, is manned by 
scientific experts, and in the course of a 
12.000 miles trip from Montreal they will 
visit trading posts, Eskimo settlements and 
police pickets on the shores of Hudson's Bay. 
But visitation is merely one objective. It is 
lnown that throughout these territories there 
are great deposits of mineral wealth and 
potentialities for supporting great populations. 
Native and wild life, plants. forests, and 
mineral occurrences will all be studied 
minutely, and the results of the investiga- 
tions should be far-reaching. 

Some idea of the hidden riches of the 
northern areas of Canada, or the north-west 
territories. as they are called, may be 
gathered from their area, which runs to 
1.309.682 square miles: their population, 
which totals a mere 10.000, and the mineral 
and other discoveries already made. Great 
radium deposits, which may prove to be the 
richest in the world. have been revealed 
there. Minera! claims to the number of 3.200 
have been staked; oil. gold, silver, nickel, 
lead and zinc have all been found, and there 
are forest and water resources in abundance

ORIGIN OF TROUBLE. 


The origin of this trouble, he went on to 
suggest began with what was called the 
“Cease Fire ” order in 1923, because, in the 
light of subsequent events, it seemed to he 
nothing more than a ceasing of fire. It 
might be called a truce or armistice—it was 
in no sense a surrender. The forces which 
ceased fire and the organisation behind those 
forces had continued, in some form or 
other, in existence to the present day, and 
he suggested that, although not in open 
action, they were still there, aud, to all 
intents and purposes, as active as the day 
after the “‘Cease Fire’’ in 1923. 


A REAL CLEAN-UP. 


Bir John Keane, continuing, said that the 
defeated army—some people would contend 
that it never was defeated—retained its 
organisation and its arms, not with the 
consent, but in defiance of legal authority. 
He was not trying to apportion blame for 
that, but let it be a warning against c“m- 
promisé on matters of principle. Looking 
back he thought that most of them would 
agree that there should have been a real 
clean-up, even at the cost of further damage 
and bloodshed, and that only on the basis 
of complete surrender of arms could domestic 
peace ever be assured. The arms and the 
organisation remained, and they all knew 
i only too well that disarming would not 
secure a change of heart, but there was 
none the less a lot of sound sense in the 
words of the poet when he said: “ That 
the sight of means to do ill-deeds makes ill- 
deeds done.” 


THE INITIAL BLUNDER. 


The late Administration did its best to 
repair this initial blunder. It was never 
happy at the job half-done, and took every 
opportunity to repress the activities of this 
illegal remnant. He did not think tiat any 
impa:i..al person would deny that the out- 
breaks, the terrorism of juries, the murder 
of persons in places both big and humble, 
were largely due to the fact that the settle- 
ment of 1923 was rather more a truce than 
a settlement. So this sore continned to grow 
and fester in the midst of the body politic, 
and it became a focal point for all sorts and 
kinds of malcontents. They would remember 
that in 1931 its activities so increased that 
the Government was driven to do what it 
could much easier have done in open combat 
in 1923—namely, take exceptional powers to 
deal with the disorder.

ment: it often meant courage and a changing 
of heart. 

When, in 1932, the present Government 
came into power this armed irregular body, 
which, he repeated, always had been a thorn 
in the side of the body politic, received a 
new lease of life. He need not labour that 
recent history. As they knew, the emergency 
powers were withdrawn, and the ordinary law 
was deemed sufficient for the purpose of 
government, It naturally responded to these 
new liberties—disguise was thrown aside, old 
claims were renewed, drilling was resumed, 
and with ever-srowing boldness the position 
had become what they found it to-day. 

It would always be a ptizzle to future 
historians to say to what extent this policy 
was due to that radical philosophy which said 
that trust was the surest road to proper con- 
duct, to what extent to indifference, to what - 
extent to inability to do otherwise, to what 
extent to sympathy with the cause. The fact 
remained that this body had been not only 
tolerated, but even encouraged. 


ARMED CAMP. 


“They would remember what the President,

knew how 70 armed men held manauvres in 
West Cork, and the Minister for Justice, 
when questioned, believed it was an isolated 
occurrence.

“ He knew that it would be said," he pro- 
ceeded, “in a light and airy way, with a 
certain disarming charm, why bother; the 
vountry has always been bristling with un- 
authorised arms and very little happens. If 
that argument were to be seriously he 
might reply the record of the past was not 
cause for pride. ‘Lhe new order was hailed 
as a release from unsettlement and strife. 
No, he would be inclined to say that this 
kind of argument came strangely from those 
who were easily ready to resent the portrayal 
of anything burlesque in their national life, 
and who would be the first to take affront 
1f they were likened to Mexico or some such 
turbulent country. He could not believe 
that this defence of unorthodoxy was 
seriously put forward. He thought it 
possible that the Government might seek te 
defend this dual army status on the grounds 
that, so far, evil had not followed. Rather 
to the contrary the country had been sur- 
prisingly quiet, and it was a distinct con- 
trast to the sjate ot affairs under the pre- 
vious regimé. He readily admitted that 
for the moment no positive evil had over- 
taken us. 


FREEDOM. 


“I go further and say,” said Sir John, 
“that at the present moment this country is 
a refreshing contrast in respect of real free- 
dom to many European nations. ‘The free- 
dom of speech and Press is admitted. There 
is no restrictions on the movement of in- 
dividuals. The rule of law where politics is 
not involved—a considerable reservation—is 
preserved. Sicily was free from the Mafia, 
so long as the Mafia was not molested, but 
there can be no real freedom so long as an 
armed menace, however controlled for the 
moment, is allowed to exist. 1 am aware 
that this view may be the outcome of a rigid 
and orthodox education and training under 
Anglo-Saxon institutions. There may be a 
reasoned case to be made for the present 
system, and, if so, 1 ask the Government to 
enlighten this House and the people as to 
the REC HS of stable Government on a 
democratic basis under the two army aystem. 
What, however, I would suggest is that the 
present method justifies no such plea, but it 
is one of simple expediency operating in this 
way. 


THE RULE OF LAW. 


_ “Finding that it is either inconvenient or 
impossible to assert the rule of the law, the 
Government has been driven to adopt the 
next best thing, which is to ; urchase peace 
at the sacrifice of principle. If illegal forces 
ln any form. ate to exist, at the same time 
public order is to be maintained, it is better 
to deprive the force in being of ény potential 
Opposition. After ali, competing armaments 
lead to war, any army with topody to fight 
is safer than two armies ready to spring 
at each other’s throats. It takes two to make 
a fight. If, under the pressure of circum- 
stances of its own creation, the Government 
is driven to adopt this expedient, even if 
it 1s only a palliative, it may be better than 
open disorder. Many of us ire fighting not 
so much to prevent as to delay things that 
are inevitable. Under the present system of 
democratic franchise some of us feel that 
property is doomed; in some ‘¢ountries this 
very:doom has overtaken the people, but none 
the less we fight on, hoping it may be years 
before we are overwhelmed, 


THE INEVITABLE. 


“Even though we may realise the slope 
grows steeper and more Slippery, it is no 
reason why we should not take the growing 
momentum as long as we can, and for this 


reason I do not think we can blame any 
Governmert so embarassed for trying, as long 
as it can, to avert the inevitable. This, 
[ would stiggest, is the reason for the révival 
of coercion, which is the most flagrant and 
baffling inconsistency in its whole policy, for 
public protection. Before passing to deal with 
what appear to be the certain consequences 
of this policy, I wish to refer to the practical 
application of that policy, and to ask the 
Minister for certain information. I will 
concede that as a working expedient the next 
best thing. however wrong, was right, and 
that it was better to have repression, however 
partial, than open disorder, / 
“On these premises I wish, in the first 
place, to ask why it was nezessary at al! 
to reinforce the civil power, end why, if 
‘urther assistance might be needed, reliance 
wes not placed upon the Army. In. all 
countries it is a purpose for which the military 
exists. If it unfortunately did become neces- 
sary for Irishmen to fire upon one another, 
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why is it better to employ a body of police 
recruits to do so instead of soldiers trained 
in the use of arms? : 


UNSOUND METHODS. 


“Again, assuming that it was necessary to 
strengthen the civil power, will uhe Minister 
say why it was necessary to adont the wholly 
unusual, novel and wnsound methods that 
he did. As I understand it, a special corps 
@elite, if such a term was applicable, was 
collected to reinforce the regular Garda, 
Ordinary methods of enlistment were 
suspended, and these men were chosen from 
among. proved Government supporters. 
Within forty-eight hours of enlistment they 
were dressed in uniform and given arms; 
they wers put as a special guard on Govern- 
ment Buildings, and they were paid more, 


as much as 10s., he suggested, a week more, . 


than trained Gardai of equal rank. He had 
stated the case in the Fin of suggestion, 
based on stich information as was at his 
disposal, - I realise I may be incorréctly in- 
formed, but I asked the Minister not to 
contradict me in general terms, but to say 
categorically where I am wrong and specifi- 
cally to pat me right.” 

If in substance his statement was correct, 
Sir John continued, he shuddered to think of 
the effect such treatment must have on the 
discipline of the force. He hoped the 
Minister would leave the House and the 
country under no doubt as to his real inten- 
tions in the matter. 


TWO-ARMY IMBROGLIO. 


He dealt so far with the origin of this two 
army imbroglio, and offered this possible ex- 
planation of the reason by which it might 
be officially defended. He proposed to 
i consequences which must inevitably 
foliow any attempt to maintain public order 
on grounds so wunsound an insecure. 
Whether right or wrong in their belief, a 
large section of the people believed that this 
pscudo-military force, which was allowed to 
exist, was a party political ge & Many 
went further, and believed it was the driving 
force behind authority; that the Government 
was under its direction, and that as soon as 
the Government attempted to call a halt to 
its direction, it would usurp authority and 
seize the reins of power. 


PUBLIC ANXIETY. 


The removal of Superintendent Neligan 
was requested; it was carried out. Com- 
missioner O’Duffy was not persona grata, and 
he went. These might be only coincidences, 
but they were none the less remarkable. ‘lo 
add further to public anxiety all permits to 
carry arms for personal protection were with- 
drawn, 

‘‘Is it-reasonable,”’ said Sir John Keane, 
“fo expect men of pride and spirit, men who 
had done valiant service in the fight for the 
country’s independence, who in the civil war 
had been in opposition to those now 
tolerated as an armed body to sit with folded 
arms trusting in a Government which has 
departed from the proved and accept 
methods of sound government. Whether 
the Government likes it or mot such men will 
take steps to secure their own protection. 
If they cannot do it above ground they will 
do so by other means. They will not stand 
as sheep dumb before a shearer, or as con- 
demned men awaiting the hangman’s rope. 
This is the rock, the rock of human nature 
on which the whole Government policy must 
stand or fall ignominiously. 

““I say deliberately that in so far as the 
Government tolerates and condones dd ee 
in one section of the people, and withdraws 
all powers of personal protection from: their 
political opponents to such an extent is the 
Government itself directly responsible for 
the activites by which unprotected citizens 
may seek to protect themselves. I do not 
stand here to condone, or excuse, resistance 
to Government. 1 wish to state what seeins 
to ba irresistible, and I do say that when a 
Government departs from rules tried and 
proved by the experience of ages it enters 
a sphere—and Irishmen ought to know this 
well—where Government becomes partial and 
unjust, and the whole foundation on which 
obedience rests is imperilled. We are in that 
position to-day. | 


THE NATIONAL GUARD. 


"For this reason I say that the Govern- 
ment is directly responsible for the move- 
ment which finds y in the 
terms of the Na Guard, I have tried, 
to the best of my ability, to state the case 
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clearly and axiomatically without party bias, ! 
with full regard to the dignity, duty and 
responsibility of this House. It has been my 
aim to show that the laws of Government 
rest on rules as inexorable as those of life 
or nature. I ask you to say that any Govern- 
ment that tries to serve two masters, one the 
Constitution and the other a party junta, is 
doing a great and grave disservice to this 
country. It may buy a temporary respite by 
means of coercion, but in the long run it will 
give birth to strife and disorder, even to the 
most tragic of all conflicts, that of civil war. 
For a time such a Government may fool the 
people, but as Abraham Lincoln says, you 
cannot fool all the people all the time, and 
sooner or later, but Ay wad not before it is 
too late, ignominy and failure will be its fate, 
and justly so, for it will have put party 
before principle, it will have sacrificed 
national interests to expediency, it will have 
forsaken the hard and narrow road, shirked 
the truth, and sinned against the light.”’ 


AGENTS PROVOCATEUR? 


Miss K. BROWNE, seconding the resolv- 
tion, said that she wished to ask the Minister 
tor Justice if it was true that at the present 
time agents provocateur were employed and 
paid by the Government to provoke disturb- 
ances against the A.C.A. A practical illustra- 
tion of that was given last Sunday, when a 
number of young men were attacked. They 
were not breaking the law, but they were 
met by a man who had with him an organised 
body of men. 

Mr. L. O'NEILL said that he wondered 
what was the reason that made Senator Sir 
John Keane bring forward the 1esolution. 
Was it his impetuosity? or, perhaps, it was to 
satisfy the appetite of the readers of the 
London Sunday Times, with the Irish corre- 
spondent of which Sir John had more than 
a nodding acquaintance. If Sir John had con- 
fined himself to the recent action of the 
Government, perhaps he could have under- 
stood, but he had scavenged up what had 
taken place for the past fourteen or fifteen 
years in this country. Their latest trouble in 
this country had arisen owing to a body of. 
men, legitimately, no doubt, setting them- 
selves up into an Army Comrades’ Associa- 
tion, not in the least disguising the fact that 
they were supporting a certain political party, 
not disguising the fact that they were 
antagonistic to the Government and were eu- 
deavouring—constitutionally, he admitted—to 
overthrow the Government, and. not disguis- 
ing the fact that they set up to counteract 
the activities of the I.R.A. 

Was the National Army not meant to be 
the real national guard of the country, to 
protect the country from civil and armed riot, 
and, if necessary, to help the Garda Siochana 
to protect law-abiding citizens from the atten- 
tions of the gunman, the bully and the black- 
guard? Why should any body of men set 
themselves up as a National Guard to usurp 
the powers of the Government? 

Mr. O'NEILL, concluding, said that his 
answer to Sir John Keane’s resolution was 
that the Government would not be a Govern. 
ment that would command the respect of 
atryone if they were incapable, or afraid, or 
ashamed to deal with any dangerous organisa- 
tion that might be set up in the country. 

Mr. STAINES said that they could not 
govern the country on falsehoods, on stunts 
and on sops. They wanted something solid. 

He referred to a denial in the /rish Press 
of statements he had previously made in the 
House regarding men lying in wait on Sun- 
day, 13th August, to waylay people coming 
into Dublin. He repeated those statements. and 
challenged the Minister to deny them. Dublin 
was as completely ringed by bands of men on 
that day as it was ringed by the canals. He 
did not accuse the I.R.A. 


THE ARMED CARS. 


It might have been one of the new private 
armies that they were told about. It,was bad 
policy on that day to ask the Civic Guards, 
an unarmed force, to man armoured cars to 
tcrrorise the people of the city. Since it had 
become the practice of the present Govern- 
ment to read private police reports he would 
ask the Minister to read them the report 
when he received it of the incident at Cabra 
crossroads on that day. 

Mr. COMYN asked who could say after Sir 
John Keane’s speech that they had not 
freedom of speech in the country. Their 
Government was being blamed, not for being 
resolute, but for being irresolute. The country 
was prosperous, (Lavghter from the Upposition. 
Sir John Keane had hlamed them for not 
calling out the military forces to have the 
streets swimming in blood 

Sir JOHN KEANE—I deny that I said 
anything of the sort. 

r. COMYN-=-When the official report is 
published we shall see. 

Mr. COMYN, continuing, said that the 
Government had adopted a wiser policy. 
Military forces should not be used against 
the people, or any section of the people, 
except in case of extreme necessity, and there 
was no such necessity at present. 


THE I.R.A. 


Sir John Keane had complained that the 
Government had not suppressed another 
organisation—the I.R.A. That body had 
been in existence under a previous Govern- 
ment for ten years, and had not been sup- 
pressed. Persoually he was satisfied that it 
would never be suppressed until the object 
for which it had been instituted had been 
achieved. 

The Government had taken reasonably 
strong action. If the Government had not 
intervened to check this second irregular 
army it would have failed in its duty. 

r, COMYN asked whether under its new 
name and new control the policy and pro- 
gramme of the organisation were constitu. 
tional. Would Sir John Keane as a philosophi- 
cal radical/ say they were constitutional? 

Sir J. KEANE said that he did not know 
whether the question was hypothetical or re- 
quired an answer. If it did require an 
answer he considered that the policy of the 
National Guard, as announced definitely in tts 
charter, was thoroughly constitutional, and 
in aceotdance with Radical or Liberal 
principles. 

Continuing, Mr. COMYN pointed out the 
danger of having a regular Army and two 
irregular armies m the country, and said that 
the Government -would collect all arms that 
were not authorised as far as they could get 
them. The Irish people wonld never stand 
for the sort of institution that General 
O’Duffy announced he wished to set up in- 
stead of a parliament. 

The new military force had no tradition be 
hind them that the I.R.A. had, and other 
armies that preceded them. These men had 
displayed courage unsurpassed in the history 
of the world. 

' Mr. FANNING—What about the men who 
pleaded their American citizenship and funked 
the firing squad! 

Mr. COMYN said that the I.R.A. had their 
tradifions, and facts were not to be disputed. 
It was impossible fur any Government to 
suppress the Irish Republican Army until 
Ireland was united and free, 


UNEASINESS. 


Mr. DOUGLAS said it seemed that any 
speeches made in the debate which were 
calculated to stir up bad and bitter feeling, 
either in regard to the present time or in 
regard to the past, were to be deprecated and 
were unpatriotic. He suggested to the 
Minister that a carefully worded statement 
would go a long way towards removing the 
great deal of genuine uneasiness that pre- 
vailed in the country at the present time. 

If one could get a band of men and women 
who would say: ‘ Come what may, 1 will not 
kill another Irishman,” he believed that 
would put an end to the kind of thing they 
had read about in the newspapers in the past 
two or three weeks. lt seemed to him that 
any Government responsible for peace and 
order could only get that peace by applying 
the best posible principles that it coul 
find, and applying them without fear or 
favour to every section of the community. 
The Executive Council of the Stzto was 
responsible for the les and property of 
the people, and they could not take that 
renpensibiiity from them. 


REGRETTABLE MISTAKE, 


No case could be made for having two 
armies. There were many arguments for 
having none. He íelt that it was a regret- 
table mistake to create a new armed section 
of the Civic Guard, and, if it were true, put 
them into armovred cars and use them in 
the city. That was a definite retrograde 


step. 
“Phe action of the Government in bringing 
into operation the Constitution (No, 17)

He suggested to the Minister that if they 
were going to be the Government of this 
country they would have to apply exactly 
the same principles to other organisations 
as they had applied to the National Guard. 


He would like the Minister to tell the House 


and the country what was the Government 
policy in regatd to parades, irrespective of 
what the particular organisations might ve. 


FASCIST BODY? 
Mr. JOHNSON said that: the National 


Guard was a new Fascist organisation with 
Irish associations. All evidence from the 
organisation itself showed its intention to be 
to create a new organisation and take over 
government, displacing the existing system 
The inevitable consequence 
of this would be to arouse unrest and create 
lack of confidence. The very heart of the 
Organisation was that members were pledged 
to obey their superior officers. There was 
a leader-in-chief called a Director-General, 
and right through the organisation, from the 
Director-General down to the parish cor- 
mittees of the associate organisation, there 
was a hierarchy—-the Director-General ap- 
pointed his subordinates and the chief officers 
appomited the minor officers.” Obedience was 
the one permeating law, and that was a 
verv important feature to be borne in mind. 

he National Guard, he continued, had 
developed from the A.C.A.; it had got faith 
in its own powers, and had decided to extend 
its membership under a new leader. Many 
of the officers were men who had been 


prominent’ in the national fight and in the! 


days after the establishment cf the State, 
and who had the name of being relentless and 
ruthless in their conduct. ‘They had been 
commended for these characteristics, and were 
habituated to think in terms of military force 
and discipline. 

There were many things in the constitution 
of the body which he could approve, and it 
was a pity that they should be prejudiced: by 
being under such auspices. ‘The desire to 


‘awaken a spirit of discipline and zeal in the 


country was to be commended, The national 
organisation was, in the nais, a “ody of hand- 
picked military officers. He did not mean 
to snggest that it was using armed force, 
but it was military in the sense that it had 
& military basis. 

The Director-General, during the Anglo- 
[rish conflict, became known ewing to his 
strong activities in the North, when he was 
called in the columns of the Morning Post, 
“Use the lead O’ Duffy.” 

Having criticised General O’Duffy’s scheme 
of vocational representation, Senator Johnson 
said that he believed there was someone 
behind this organisation with the programme 
of Fascist Italv and Hitler Germany. He 
thought that the Government should have 
encouraged the discussion of some of the ideas 
broached by this organisation, 1 ut he believed 
because those ideas were being s: onsored by 
this sinister organisation they would be lost. 


THEN AND NOW. 
Mr. MILROY contrasted the speech of 


Senator Comyn that day with those he de- 
livered on 17th October, 1931, and asked 
what had caused the transformation. In 
1951 he was full-of the liberty of the subject. 
To-day if he had one purpose in mind it 
was to obscure the issue raised by this 
motion, and to argue that it was right for 
the existing Government to deprive the 
subject of his liberty. It thade one hang 
one’s head in shame to see the 7é/e that 
Senator Johnson bad assumed. <A body had 
risén up in the country which was feared by 


a political party as being a menace, not to, 


the State, nor to the institutions of the State, 
but to the tenure of office of the Executive 
Council, Because that was so that party, 
having control of executive authority, prosti- 
tuted the use of the forces of the State so 
that that ovement should be destroyed 
before it became too strong for them to 
cope with it. Because it was likely to grow 
into an effective opposition to Fianna Fail 
was the reason that campaign against the 
National Guard was be‘ng engaged in. 


TWO STATEMENTS, 


Two published statements had helped the 
Executive Council to make up its mind in 
taking action against the National Guard. 
The first was a letter on July 21 from Miss 
Mary MacSwiney strongly disapproving olf 
the National Guard, and the second was a 
statement from the I.R.A. on August órd, 
also coudemning the National Guard. 

He wanted to know on what grounds the 
Executive Council had banned the Nationa! 
Guards’ parade. This organisation had broker 
no law. It had openly deciared its intention 
to recognise the existing institutions of the 
State, as institutions to uphold and abide by. 
He challenged any member, or spokesman, of 
the Government to point to any incident 
which was a breach of the law, and he wanted 
to know upon what grounds it could be 
alleged that their existence had created a 
situation which necessitated the applicatidn 
of the Public Safety Act. 


A CORRECTIVE. 


He challenged any supporter of the Govern- 
nent in that House to say that the situation 
which existed to-day was analagous to that 
which existed in October, 1931, when that 
Act was introduced What had happened 
to-day was that there had arisen a body of 
disciplined young citizens whose hearts were 
in the right place, who had set a high stan- 
dard as their ideal, and who wovld prove a 
very healthy corrective to that demoralising 
character of spurious and neurotic idealism 
with which the present President of the 
rixecutive Council and his satellites have been 
rotting the civic morale of the people of this 
State. 

One thing he challenged the Minister to 
tell them before that debate was over was 
whether the Executive Council were awaiting 
until the Senate terminated its deliberations, 
until the only part of the Oireachtas at 
present in session had been adjourned, and 
there was no longer any part of the Oireachtas 
to offer vocal criticism, to take the smtlon 
the President of the Executive Council fore- 
casted last Sunday. 

The House should know whether or not the 
position of the Government was this, that they 
were only the stalking horse for another force ; 
that they were only a smoke-screen to enable 
another force to develop its plans until they 
had matured. Then that smoke-screen would 
disappear and this other force would go right 
into what the Government considered its 
rightful place. 

There were people who told them that it 


| 


was unwise to be raising these matters; not 
to be raking up the dying embers of the civil 
war. He maintained that it was the Govern- 
ment party which was keeping alive those 
embers. They had President de Valera at 
Thurles on Sunday last cg ep - to a speech 
which he (Mr. de Valera) had been reported 
as making there in 1922. The President told 
them on Sunday that that speech had been 
misrepresented time after time. 


“WADING THROUGH 
BLOOD.” 


Mr. MILROY proceeded to read an extract 
from the speech in question, as ‘reported in 
the Press of the day, in which Mr. de Valera 
was alleged to have said that they might have 
to wade through blood. If that were not an 
incitement to assassination he did not know 
what was. 

Mr. COMYN intervened to say that the 
President’s speech had been intended as a 
warning. 

Mr ‘MILROY retorted that he was not con- 
cerned with the President's explanaticn of 
that speech twelve years afterwards, but he 
was dealing with its implication at the time 
it was made. The spirit imbued in that 
speech had been re-acting on the minds of 
the young men throughout the period, and 
uperated to a great extent to-day. The Sinn 
kein Executive was still in being at that time, 
and Mr. Arthur Griffith and Mr. de Valera 
were both members. When he read that 
speech Arthur Griffith said to him (Mr. 
Milroy): “I will never sit in the same room 
with that man until he withdraws.”’ 


ATTACKING THE PEOPLE. 


There was no breach of the Constitution in 
General O’Duffy’s remarks with reference to 
Parliamentary reform, He hoped that the 
Minister; in order to justify not only the 
action which the Government had taken, but 
the action which he and his chief had fore- 
shadowed—that the Minister would give them 
some more convincing argument than that 
put before the Dail. The Government by 
their action were not saieguarding the people, 
but attacking them. _ - 

Dr. OLIVER 8ST. JOHN GOGARTY said 
that the Government would give anything 
for a good smoke screen, and they were fan- 


ning the imaginary smoke screen of the | 


National Guard to get smoke to hide their 
mismanagement. The economic policy of the 
Governmert was forcing it into a more 
dictatorial position. The country would not 
accept this smoke screen of the National 
Guard, and the Government would have to 
seck some other. 

Mr. QUIRKE said that the speeches of the 
Opposition led him to believe that the 
Government were justified in their action. 
He believed that the members of the Opposi- 
tion would not have had the moral courage 
to participate in the parade which was 
banned by the Government on Sunday week, 
and that they were really glad the pro- 
cession was proclaimed. 

Sir JOHN KEANE was the avowed spokes. 
man for the landlord classes and for British 
interests in this country. It was interesting 
to see him as the spokesman for what was a 
revolutionary body. Members of the Opposi- 
tion had embarked on a campaign of mis- 
representation, calculated to cause alarm in 
the country, mistrust of the Civil Service, and 
even a mutiny in the Army. It ‘would fail, 
however. 

Mr. QUIRKE was proceeding to describe 
the crowds which had come to hear President 
de Valera at Thurles last Sunday, when. Mr. 
Fanning interjected: ‘‘ They were simply 
there for the hurling; they did not give a 
damn for de Valera.” 

Mr. DUGGAN; referring to last Sunday’s 
precautions in Dublin, objected to the fact 
that Civic Guards went round in armoured 
cars, which should have been manned by 
soldiers—if at all. It was unfair to the 
Guards, who had to perform their ordinary 
duties unarmed. 

Mr. MacELLIN asked if Mr. Duggan’s 
statement were not an incitement to people 
to attack the Guards. 


HOUSE HEARS THE NEWS. 
Mr. O’'HANLON said that the House had 
just received information that the National 
Guard had been banned and that Military 
Tribunals had been set up. He then quoted 
at length from Mr. Ruttledge’s speech on the 
Public Safety Bill in 1931. This included 
statements that the then Government “' recog- 
nised it had been a failure in dealing with the 
economic position and that they were now 
waging war on their fellow-country men ”; 
that “coercion had failed in the past and 
would now recoil on the Government,” and 
that this Act was “not a Public Safety Act, 
but a Public Provocation Act.” What would 
the Minister say if he (Mr. O’Hanlon) had 
made those statements as his own original 
contribution to the present debate? 


“HEAVILY ARMED.” 


MINISTER AND NATIONAL 
GUARD.

The MINISTER FOR JUSTICE said that, 
leaving out all the extraneous and irrelevant 
matter that had been introduced into the 
debate, and the abuse of the President «f 
the Executive Council, from which some 
people seemed always unable to get away, 
there were only a few points germane to the 
motion. It was rather peculiar that any- 
thing like oppression should be objectionable 
to Sir John Keane, who conveyed to the 
Senate that it was not repression to which 
he objected so much as that it was not 
justified in the present circumstances. Sir 
John Keane, apparently, was not satisfied 
that there could not have: been absolute 
extermination of all. the elements liable to 
create civil war. He was annoyed that the 
Government at the time had not gone far 
enough to make it impossible for anybody 
in this country to create trouble or agitation, 

The action taken by the present Govern- 
ment on the particular matters which had 
arisen recently had Leen long and deliberately 
considered by the Executive Council. The 
first thing was the lanning of the parade 
that was to have taken place on Sunday 
week. It was suggested by some Senators 
that that action was taken through jealousy 
of the memory of the leaders who were to 
be honoured. It was nothing of the sort. 
A body which the Government knew to be 
heavily armed were going to make it an 
occasion to show their strength in the city. 
They would be told, of course, that this 
was a constitutional body. The greatest 


revolutionaries always professed constitutional. 
ism. It was not from the aims professed 
in the news rs that one got the best 
idea of the real object behind this organisa- 
tion, 

The reason the Government stopped the 
parade was because they were rot going to 
permit a body, large numbers of whom were 
aitned, and who proclaimed that they were 
going to march through the city with sticks 
and other weapons, to make such a parade, 
Was this body, which had now been banned, 
a military force or was it not? The Govern- 
ment were told that tho reason they were 
against it was because it was a menace to 
their political power. ‘Was there not a normal 
way by which political power could be 
secured ? 

For ten years they had been listening to 
talk about the sacvedness of the Constitution. 
They were told that many people had lost 
their lives in defence of it. After all their 
culfering and bloodshed they were told by 
General O'Duffy that it was an un-Irish Con- 
stitution. Here they had a body originally 
instituted for some philanthropic purpose, 
such as protecting the interests or pensions of 
ex-Free State soldiers, developing along lines 
envouraged by Deputy ©’ Higgins and others, 
who said that when acting constitutionally 
they must remember that circumstances might 
get the better of them, awl that circumstances 
might alter policy. 


“HYBRID BODY.” 


If the National Guard were a thoroughly 
political and corstitutiona] body what was 
the necessitv for its being dressed in uniform 
or being drilled far the good of their health? 


| It was really a hybrid organisation between 


i 
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Communigin and Fascism. The leader of that 
body said when the Government threatened to 
proclaim the parade of Sunday week that 
‘ban or no ban, it would be Íeld.” They 
were told the Nationai Guard would go on. 

MISS BROWNE—So it will. 

The MINISTER said that if it did it would 
go on as an illegal organisation, 

In regard to the recruiting of the special 
force, he contended that the Army should not 
be called out unless there was something like 
a state of war. In October, 1931, the 
previous Government recruited 300 men, very 
few of whom complied with the regulations, 


“CUT AND DRIED.” 


That force was never completed, owing to 
the general election, but the 300 were to be 
armed with rifles and revolvers. To some 
extent the present Government in recruiting 
the special force had followed a cut-and-dried 
scheme prepared for them when they came 
into office. Their special force were not 
getting exceptional pay, and they were not 
being recruited in any extraordinary way... 

They had sufficient information that the 
force known as the National Guard was 
heavily armed, that arms were being brought 
into the country, and that attempts would be 
made to get arms into the country by force. 
They had made it perfectly clear that people 
would not be allowed to parade publicly with 
arms or uniform, 

That challenge had been accepted as far as 
one body was concerned, If they got people 
parading. with arms they would deal with 
them. If they were to allow the situation 
to develop as.they saw it would deveiop, they 
could not have prevented a civil war. 


COMMUNISM. 


It was only when the, National Guard came 
out that Communism showed any strength, but 
it had very little strength in the country. 
Its defence corps had been a failure. They 
were not going to allow any force in the 
country to dictate by force or threats to the 
people, or take any action that would in any 
way interfere with the people exercising their 
rights, 

Before the last election they gave Generai 
O’ Duffy instructions to use his power as Chief 
Commissioner of the Civic Guard to secure 
freedom of speech. 

Mr. DUGGAN pointed out that the biggest 
meeting of the Cumann na nGaedheal Party, 
at Trim, could not have been held without 
the protection of the A.C.A. Only six Civic 
Guards were present, 

Mr. RUTTLEDGE said that protection 
could have been arranged had they been 
notified in time. There was no use in any- 
one deceiving himself that this was a politi- 
val party. There was a limit to which people 
could go. 

They hoped that when this little thing 
blew over and people were shown that they 
were not going to be allowed to build up 
military forces there that it would be a check 
to any foolish people in the future, 


THE ARMS. 

SIR JOHN KEANE, concluding the debate, 
said that he wished, first of all, to protest 
against the Minister's insinuation that he had 
advocated the extermination of the I.R.A. 
after the ‘‘ Cease Fire’’ Order, What he had 
cxid was that it would have been wiser to 
insist on the return of all arms. It might be 
that in a foreign war a country need not in- 
sist on the surrender of the arms of their 
opponents, but it was an entirely different 
situation when the defeated force lived in the 
country and had been contending against the 
lawfully constituted authority. Their troume 
arose from the fact that arms were still held 
by people who had risen against the State 
and did not recognise it. 

He did not want in any way to incite the 
country to disorder, and nobody would be 
more pleased than he if the Government could 
get peace at any price. He brought forward 
the motion because he did not believe that 
the Government’s action was justified, 
He asked the Minister to deal with 
the existence of an illegal body which it had 
tolerated, and which had effectively prevented 
the rule of law. The Minister had, however, 
made no reference to that matter. 

He did not quite understand Senator John: 
son’s argument that it was unconstitutional to 
wish to alter the Constitution by constitu 
tional means. Up to the present constitu, 
tional methods had not been departed from. 

The Minister had made no attempt to deal 
categorically with his (Sir John gree 
statement about the specially appointed arme 
police force, which he had made subject to, 
and definitely inviting correction. From that 
he must conclude that his statements were 
correct. 

He thanked the Opposition for the 
courteous hearing they had given him, and 
for the manner in which they had debated 
the motion. He only wished that Senator 
Comyn had adopted the technique of the 
High Court rather than that of the Pretty 
Sessions. (Laughter.) 

He did not wish to embarrass the Govern- 
ment, and hoped they would be able by their 
policy to insure peace though he did not env 
them their job. He would, therefore, sek 
the leave of the House to withdraw the 
motion. 

Leave was granted and the motion with. 
drawn. 

The House then adjourned until three 
o'clock to-day.

Proclaimed. 


Last night the Free State Government 
proclaimed the National Guard as an 
unlawful association under the Public 
Safety Act. General O’Duffy cannot 
profess surprise; for his parades last 
Sunday were held in defiance of the 
Government’s clear warning that the ban 
would follow them. There is no doubt 
that the National Guard is a semi-military 
body, and that the State is entitled to 
suppress, and ought to suppress, all 
military or semi-military bodies except 
authorised forces. In this 
however, Mr. de  Valera’s 
Government has been cynically in- 
consistent. It has invoked the Public 
Safety Act—that child of Mr. Cosgrave’s 
Government which less than two years 
ago it assailed with the utmost scorn and 
fury. The National Guard was not an 
armed force and cherished no unlawful 
designs against the Constitution. Now it 
is banned, and its members are threatened 
with severe pains and penalties, while 
another organisation—not merely 
military, but military, and in open conflict 
with the Constitution—flourishes without 
check, and is known to have a large in- 
fluence in the Government’s counsels. As 
Sir John Keane said in the Senate yester- 
day, ‘‘arms are being held and openly 
flaunted ;’’ but the Government has issued 
no ukase against the Irish Republican 
Army. In all these circumstances the 
Government must be found guilty on one 
of two counts. Either it is afraid to give 
equal treatment to the National Guard 
and the Irish Republican Army or its pro- 
clamation of the National Guard is an act 
of political revenge. 

The new situation will furnish a critical 
test of General O'Duffy's statesmanship 
and of his followers’ patriotism. On the one 
hand, they can resist the ban, thus laying 
themselves open to the sternest repression, 
and probably involving the whole country 
in almost incalculable disorders. On the 
other hand, they can become a very impor- 
tant—perhaps, a decisive—factor in the re- 
generation of the Free State. Mr. de 
Valera’s Government, whose economic war 
and fantastic

General O'Duffy has 
political aims on the Italian model, which 
have not been examined clearly, and 
cannot be examined clearly during the 
present confusions and alarms. The best 
qualities of the National Guard were the 
new hopefulness, vigour and discipline which 
it has injected into public affairs. That 
spirit can save the country if it is applied 
now solely to the tasks of political organi- 
sation and unity. As a acting 
strictly within his political rights, every 
one of General O’Duffy’s followers can do 
far more to help his country than as a 
banned, or unbanned, legionnaire. The 
proclamation of the National Guard may 
prove to have been a happy turning- 
point in the Free State’s fortunes if it 
brings Cumann na nGaedheal, the Centre 
Party and General O’Duffy’s civic sup- 
porters together in a whole-hearted effort 
to win the next general election and to 
end the economic war.

Italy and: Austria. 


If the conversations between Signor 
Mussolini and the Chancellor of Austria 
were arranged in such a way as to attract 
the attention of all Europe, at least both 
statesmen have shown an exemplary re- 
ticence since they parted. From Rome we 
are told that no official report upon so 
complex a matter can be expected ‘‘ within 
a few hours.” Vienna dismisses as “ pure 
invention ” the report that Great Britain, 
France and Italy have agreed to take 
military action in the event of Nazi aggres- 
sion in Austria. All the circumstances of 
the meeting at Riccione, however, suggest 
that the conversations may have been the 
first move towards a new orientation in 
European politics. The existence of Austria 
is threatened, and the polite indifference of 
Herr Hitler towards the representations of 
Foreign Powers has increased the gravity 
and urgency of her plight. Whatever may 
have been the scope of the discussions, 
and whatever the agreements reached, it 
is clear, at least, that to maintain 
Austrian independence is one of the prin- 
cipal objects of Italian policy. Herr 
Dolfuss’s intention to “ follow a policy of 
peace and collaboration with all his neigh- 
bours, and in particular with Italy and 
Hungary,’’ can be founded only on the 
basis of an independent Austria. 

So long as Germany continues to in- 
fringe the spirit of the Four-Power Pact, 
the other signatory nations share the 
responsibility to apply a check to her de- 
signs upon Austria. The first positive move, 
however, rests with Italy, When Signor 
Mussolini announced his intention to 
entertain several hundred Austrian youths 
at the State’s expense in a camp at Ostia, 
his generosity did not pass unnoticed in 
Berlin. When he visited the camp, and 
took part in a ceremony in which the 
Austrian flag was hoisted to the accom- 
paniment of all observances that might 
invest the occasion with diplomatic import- 
ance, there could be no misinterpretation 
of Italy’s attitude. More particularly, on 
three occasions Signor Mussolini has 
remonstrated with Germany over her 


attempts to undermine Austria's con- 
fidence in her future by means of provoca- 


tive ‘broadcast addresses and inflammatory 
pamphlets dropped from aircraft. That 
one of the first results of the Riccione 
conversations will be the renewal of 
diplomatic protest is very probable. 
Faced by the new situation and its poten- 
tialities of a more definite understanding 
between Italy, Austria and Hungary, Herr 
Hitler will be in no position to ignore 
another rebuke. The time has come when 
the exuberance of his followers must be 
curbed. ' 

Hitherto Germany has been on more 
cordial terms with Italy than with 
any other foreign Power. If diplomatic 
relations with that country are strained 
by the creation of commercial arrange- 
ments between Austria and Italy, or 
if the rival suitors should clash in 
their attempts to win the smiles of 
Hungary, Herr Hitler will find him- 
self without a friend in Europe. Yet 
it is by no meang certain that he can 
save the situation. The Nazis have come 
to rely more and more upon the support 
of the industrialists and the landowners 
who constituted the old ‘‘ Junker” 
element in German politics. With the dis- 
appearance of the Socialist plank from his 
platform of “ National-Socialism,’’ Herr 
Hitler soon may lose touch with a great 
part of the electorate. The excesses of 
racial persecution, and the belligerent 
tone of the broadcasts on Austrian affairs, 
may be ascribed to his desire to give as 
much licence as possible to these 
supporters. However zealous they may 
be to impress their views on Austria, the 
German Socialists care nothing at all for

A -County’s Shame. 


The report, which we print to-day, of 
Dr. J. A. Harbison, Medical Officer of 
Health for County Dublin, affords little 
cause Of satisfaction to the inhabitants of 
that county. On Dr. Harbison’s showing, 
the rate of infantile mortality there is 
considerably higher than the rate pre- 
vailing elsewhere in the Free State; and 
County Dublin has attained a similar 
undesirabl2 pre-eminence in the matter of 
the death-rate from tuberculosis. We 
are told of the many efforts which are 
being made to improve conditions in the 
county ; but Dr. Harbison’s report strikes 
a general note of gloom. The fact seems 
to be that County Dublin is genuinely 
backward in the provision of the ordinary 
necessities of existence. Its housing 
conditions are far from good; the 
Medical Officer condemned 605 dwellings, 
accommodating 2,567 occupants, as unfit 
for human habitation. Along the sea- 
shore—particularly in the neighbourhood 
of Portmarnock—there is a growth of 
wooden structures, “used during the 
summer as human habitations,’’ which, 
as it seems, need not observe any of the 
hygienic canons, and are “full of 
possibilities for the outbreak of epidemic 
disease” Furthermore Dr. Harbison 
implies that the county’s milk supplies 
are by no means what they ought 
to be. We hope that his indict- 
ment of County Dublin will be taken 
to heart. It is a terrible thing that 
squalor nd disease should be hidden 
beneath the surface of this beautiful 
district—one of the most beautiful and, 
to the undiscerning eye, one of the 
healthiest districts in Ireland. While the 
Free State is divided into parties that 


suffer and to die. 


“No Smoking.’’ 


In placid Victorian days, when gentle- 
men who smoked were the exception rather 
than the rule, a few compartments on the 
railways were reserved for the indulgence 
of their strange habit. To-day seventy-five 
per cent. of the British travelling public 
are smokers, and they threaten to invade 
the compartments from which they are de- 
barred. Those who do not smoke have 
become the minority, and the London, 
Midland and Scottish Railway has decided 
to protect them in their turn. In future, 
twenty-five per cent. of the compartments 
will be labelled ‘‘ Non-Smoking.’’ Such 
a policy might be adopted with advantage 
on the Irish railways, where the label 
“ Smoking ” almost has lost its signi- 
ficance. Unless the other passengers 
object, the smoker considers himself at 
liberty to “ light up’’ in any compartment. 
By the new regulation on the English rail- 
way the consent of the other passengers 
will not be accepted as an excuse, and the 
smoker who transgresses cannot save him- 
self by the plea that he sinned in solitude. 
To enter an empty compartment only to 
find it permeated by the legacy of the 
previous occupant is not an agreeable ex- 
perience, but it is one that many elderly 
people are obliged to tolerate every day in 
Irish trains. Those who object to tobacco, 
however, have a partial remedy in their 
hands. A campaign to raise a polite, bit 
firm, objection when the smoker produces 
his matches might lead those who abuse a 
privilege to realise that the rest of the race 
has its rights.

Brooke may not be aware, of it—that, im 
1916, the 16th Irish Division was composed 
of 75 per cent. Southern Irish, whilst the 
36th (Ulster) Division could only boast of 25 
per cent. Northern Irish.” Neither Sir Basil 
Brooke nor any other person can be aware 
of what has no substance save in the imagin- 
ings of Sir Maurice, 
The 36th (Ulster) Division was the only 
complete Division that left Ireland (exclusive 
of artillery) for the front, and it was raised 
exclusively in Ulster. ‘o put this beyond 
controversy, I give the following official 
statement which Sir Maurice can check for 
himself. The Division consisted of the 107th, 
108th and 109th Brigades made up as 
follows—Eighth, Ninth, Tenth, Eleventh, 
Twelfth, Thirteenth, Fourteenth and 
Fifteenth Royal lrish (Ulster) Rifles; Ninth 
Royal Irish Fusiliers; and Ninth, Tenth and 
Eleventh Royal Inniskilling Fusiliers, It 
was the only Irish Division having its own 
reserve formations—namely, the 17th, 18th, 
19th and 20th Royal Irish Rifles, the 12th 
Royal Inniskilling Fusiliers, and the 10th 
Royal Irish Fusiliers. All of this official 
information was available for Sir Maurice 
O'Connell wher he wrote his letter. 

The story does no. end there. It was 
found impossible to complete the 16th (Irish) 


Division, which was to have been raised in 
the South; and accordingly an entire brigade 
of Ulster battalions was included in it, which 
consisted of the following—7th and 8th Royal 
Inniskilling Fusiliers, the 7th and 8th Roval 
Irish Fusilers, The 7th Battalion of the 
Royal Irish Rifles was also included in the 
48th Brigade, and the 6th Battalion of the 
Connaught Rangers included over 600 Belfast 
men, mainly Nationalists. All that official 
information was available to Sir Maurice 
before he wrote, and is open to him now. Let 
me also remind Sir Maurice that the other 
Irish Division—the 10th—included the 5th 
and 6th Inniskilling Fusiliers, the Sth and 
6th Irish Fusiliers, and the 6th Royal Irish 
Rifles. I repeat that for Sir Maurice to 
have penned his inaccuracy with all these 
official facts staring him in the face is 
totally inexcusable.

GENERAL O’DUFFY 


BEFORE THE 
PROCLAMATION. 


HIS NATIONAL 
PROGRAMME. 


REUNION OF NORTH 


AND SOUTH.

N the course of a statement issued last 
evening before the issuing of the 
proclamation, General O'Duffy said :— 

‘‘1 am criticised by the Opposition for 
making so many statements in the Press, 
but the National Guard believes in taking 
the public into its confidence. We have 
nothing to hide. 

‘‘ The people cannot understand why the 
formation of the National Guard caused 
so much panic to the Government, They 
cannot understand the drafting of thou- 
sands of Civic Guards into Dublin; the 
display of armoured cars and hooded 
terrors; the intensive training of officers 
of the Civic Guard in the use of machine 
guns presently going on at the Dépét ; the 
formation of a new armed force, and the 
exciting statements of Ministers and 
deputies of the Fianna Fail Party. 

“ My idea was to go forward peaceably 
with our national programme, to carry out 
whatever functions were arranged before 1 
came in, and which were carried out in 
previous years ; to organise a highly disci- 
plined and unarmed constitutional body of 


self-respecting young people, supported by 
a larger body of associates, on the lines 
set out in my statement on the night of my 
appointment. My first object was to 
promote the reunion of North and South, 
making all other issues subsidiary to this ; 
to work in harmony with all existing poll- 
tical parties, and to enrol, so far as I could, 
all that was best in other organisations for 
voluntary national service. 

‘‘ The programme and policy gripped the 
people as no movement did before, and 
our strength increased at the expense of 
other organisations to such an extent that 
the political parties became jealous, and 
Fianna Fail, notwithstanding my appeal 
for tolerance in the interests of unity, 
went immediately into hostility, and, 
through its influence, the Government lost 
its head and marshalled ,all the forces of 
the State to prevent our ordinary and 
regular constitutional activities. 


A DEFINITE ASSURANCE 


“ One of the first good results of the new 
movement is that it has brought out a 
definite assurance from the Government 
that henceforth we will have free election 
by free votes, and the President now 
asserts that, ‘ It does not matter what your 
policy is; go to the people with that 
policy and get the majority of the people 
behind you, and when you are the majority 
you will have all the forces of the State 
behind you to put it into operation.” 
This is sound reasoning, but think what 
this country has suffered in loss of life 
and property because this statement was 
not made and acted upon eleven years ago. 


PROMISES FROM 
MINISTERS. , 


“The National Guard has already ex- 
tracted definite promises from Ministers 
that there will be no more intimidation ; 
no more personation, but free elections 
and free votes. 

“ The National Guard policy is neither 
Fascist nor Imperialist, neither is it 
Hitler er Communist. Time will prove 
that it is the soundest national policy yet 
before the people, and it is the only way 
in which the people of the Free State 
(whether they favour Republic or Com- 
ménwealth) can agree to advance, and it 
is the only basis on which the North and 
South will ever come together. 

“ We estimated that it would take two 
or three years to convert the people to our 
views, but, placing our hopes largely on 
the response of the youth for organised 
and disciplined voluntary public service, 
I believe a national re-awakening will 
manifest itself long before that. 

“The Minister for Justice very 
correctly says: ‘ We want to see the Army 
and the Gardai the servants of the people, 
and not the servants of any particular 
Government which comes in_to-day and 
goes to-morrow.’ Is the Army and the 
Guards, as the servants of the people, to 
be used to prevent a large section of the 
Irish people from exercising their legal 
and constitutional rights ? 

“ When addressing the National Army 
after Mick Collins was murdered in Cork, 
I said he was the best republican of them 
all. I say now, when the National Guard 
is about to suffer because we love our 
country and are determined to serve it 
according to our convictions at the risk of 
our lives if need be, that we, the followers 


of Collins, yield not to others in our 


| patriotism. 


FROM THE NORTH. 


‘We will work for the ultimate inde- 
pendence of the whole of Ireland. This 
can only be effected by sound and economic 
administration in the Free State, clear of 
party shibboleths. The first approval in 
this matter will, I believe, come from the 
North itself because of economic pressure— 
not, of course, from the Craigavon Govern- 
ment, but from their masters, the people. 

‘The attempt by certain people, mostly 
post-Treaty Republicans, to tie an imperial 
label round my neck will fail. My views 
now in 1933 are exactly what they were 
from 1917 to 1921. Many of my comrades 
took different views, and many gave their 
lives for their convictions, as I was pre- 
pared to give mine. My conscience is clear 
that since 1922 I have served my country 
well in building up for it an efficient 
police force on thoroughly Irish-Ireland 
lines from the point of view of the 
language, games, and all that is best in 
Irish tradition—decent, manly and self. 
respecting.’’ 

General O’Duffy concludes: “' Time is 
on our side, and a period of coercion will 
only strengthen us to achieve our ideals.’’

NAVAL TUGS BEAT 
BARRAGE. 


HOSES AND BOAT-HOOKS 
IN FRENCH STRIKE. 


From Revrer’s CORRESPONDENT, 
PARIS, Tuesday. 


IREHOSES and boat-hooks were the 

weapons used in a battle between 

bargees ‘on strike and naval tugs at Con- 
flans, outside Paris, at dawn to-day. 

Strikers dashed down the banks of 
the Seine last night at its confluence with 
the Oise, and within seven minutes had 
put a bridge of barges right across the 
river. Armed with boat-hooks they manned 
the bridge and stopped all navigation. A’ 
naval tug which tried to pass was given 
such a threatening reception that the 
captain decided to anchor where he was 
for the night. 

The scene had a carnival air, as the 
strikers strung lights across the bridge in 
large numbers to ensure public safety. 

Meanwhile the authorities were massing 
their forces for an attack on the barrage 
this morning. Five o'clock was the “' zero 
hour,” the Prefect of the Seine-et-Oise 
Department leading the operations. 


TERMS REFUSED. . 

His first act was to demand that the 
strikers send emissaries to discuss terms 

Seven of the strikers stepped ashore, 
talked awhile in the grey dawn, and re- 
turned to confer with their leaders. The 
answer was an emphatic '' No.” 

Then the attack on the barrage, manned 
by some 200 men, women and children, 
began. It was opened by the gendarmerie 
of Saint Germain in a barge, but they soon 


had to retire discomfited. 

Up came the naval tugs. Their ‘‘ heavy 
artillery’’ consisted of firemen’s hoses. 
The strikers, drenched to the skin, still 
resisted, but were finally caught by a 
flank movement from the shore, and the 
bridge of boats was invaded. 

The strikers surrendered and were sent 
down to their cabins. 

By 6.35 the battle was over without » 
single casualty. Some fifty strikers were 
detained, but all were subsequently 
released except four, who will be charged 
with assaulting the police. 


ARMED TOWN. 


There are still a number of barrages on 
the Oise this evening, but navigation ot 
the Seine was fully restored. 

The Minister of Public Works is en- 
deavouring to negotiate a settlement of the 


strike. 

Conflans looks like a town which has 
been stormed after a siege. Gendarmes, 
mounted police with rifles, and sailors 
from Cherbourg guard the streets. The 
strikers have made their headquarters a 
small café near the bridge, where they sit 
all day like conspirators.

The claim that the Palestine Govern- 
ment’s immigration policy should be re- 
vised and the country opened to refugees 
from Germany was made by Professor 
Brodetski, a member of the Zionist 
Executive, who read the political report 
to the Zionist Congress here to-day, which 
is being attended by 400 delegates from 48 
countries. 

Professor Brodetski criticised the pro- 
posed restrictions upon transactions in 
land in Palestine. 

““ Palestine’s industry suffers 
British preferences,’’ he complained. 

The constitution of the Legislative 
Council should be a matter of continual 
concern to Zionists, he continued. Con- 
stitutional change must not stamp Jews 
as a minority in Palestine, where they are 
to have the’ status of a nation, with com- 
plete national freedom. 

Professor Brodetski condemned one 
section of the Zionist movement for pro- 
pagating the doctrine of non-co-operation 
with the mandatory Power, and said that 
he recognised with a feeling of gratitude a 
more understanding attitude on the part 
of the present régime. | 


NAZI BROADCAST 
TO AUSTRIA

MUNICH, Tuesday. 

Despite the renewed friendly representa- 
tions which Signor Mussolini is understood 
to have made in Berlin during the week- 
end, another Nazi propaganda speech 
about Austria was broadcast from Munich 
Wireless Station from 10 o'clock to 10.20 
o clock to-night, 

A member of the Nazi headquarters for 


Austria, whose name was withheld, went 
in detail into a long list of imprisonments 
and punishments which, he said, had been 
visited upon the Nazis in Austria merely 
because they disagreed with the present 
Government. 

Now, he said, Dr. Dollfuss and the 
Minister of Security, Herr Fey, were 
threatening to introduce martial law and 
bring the hangman into action, The 
Nazis would not be bullied into submis- 
sion by such methods, and would continue 
to fight for their goal, which was a free 
German Austria. He said that the 
present Austrian Government had pro- 
tected Jewish Social Democratic murderers 
“such as Dr. Adler, who in 1916 basely 
murdered the Austrian Premier, Count 
Stuergkh, and had never taken serious 
measures against the Jewish financiers, 
who were scions of a criminal and foreign 
race, which had done great damage to the 
Austrian State.’’ 

In spite of its pro-Marxist proclivities, 
he argued, the Austrian Government was 
oe almost inhuman measures 
against the Nazis, who only wished the 
economic rehabilitation of Austria and 
wanted the will of the majority of the 
Austrian people to be recognised. 

The theme of the speech was ‘‘ the de- 
priving of the rights of the Nazis in 
Austria,’’ and he described the methods 
being adopted against the Nazis by the 
“brutal and 
arbitrary.

In an editorial article The Times 
observes:—The response made by local 
authorities to Circular 1331 of the 


information 


Ministry of Health requesting them to 
send in by the end of September their five- | 
year programmes for the abolition of 
slums, has certainly been slow. Never- 
theless, it would be wrong to conclude that 
the results will, therefore, be disappoint- 
ing. Wp to the middle of August only 
about fifty of the 1,700 housing authorities 
in the country had submitted definite pro- 
grammes, while no less than 200 had 
declared that no slums exist in their areas. 
But even with these very incomplete data 
it is already possible to demonstrate that 
a substantial effort is being made to attain 
the goal indicated by Sir Hilton Young 
in April, of a complete aboli‘ion of the 
slums within five years. 

Whatever criticism, adds The Times, 
may be brought against the Government’s 
housing policy, it possesses, at any rate, 
one signal merit. It does concentrate on 
the most pressing of all the aspects » 
the housing question—namely, the im- 
provement of slum areas, a problem which 
previous Governments, in spit; of lavish 
subsidies, signally failed to solve. Indeed, 
it would be difficult to deny that for the 
moment, at any rate, the abolition of the 
Wheatley subsidy has forcibly directed 
the attention of local authorities to the 
slum clearance task. The Government 
has, in fact, done much more than merelv 
leave the Greenwood Act on the Statute 


Book. It has taken the initiative into its 
own hands by actively stimulating local 
authorities to a concentrated five-year 
effort. Moreover it has, for the first time, 
seriously taken into account the responsi- 
bilities of reconditioning and management, 
and there can be no doubt whatever that 
the policy of compulsory purchase cf 
deteriorating property foreshadowed bv 
the Moyne report represents an important 
advance in technique.

He dealt with the organisation’s profes- | 
sion of constitutionalism by saying that the 
greatest revolutionaries had always pro- 
fessed constitutionalism. ‘‘If we were 
going to allow the position as we saw it to 
develop,” he said, ‘* there was nothing but 
our intervention, when perhaps it was too 
late, to prevent civil war. It was working 
up to that.”

Another point was that, for the last two 
months, there had been a slight activity in 
regard to Communism, and that it was 
only after the National Guard came out 
that the movement had any strength. “' It 
had. very little. strength,” he declared, 
‘“and nobody knows that better than 
General O'Duffy. But whatever strength 
they got it was through this force being 
there in opposition, and not under. the 
control of the State. 

“ General O'Duffy can tell this Senate 
and the people of the country that, imme- 
diately beforé the last election, he was 
sent for by the President of the Executive 


Council, and warned to put all the forces 
at his command to see that there was no 
interference with free speech at public 
meetings,” was another of the Minister's 
points. 

So much for what the Minister said. He 
left Sir John Keane still thirsting for infor- 
mation which he had requested concerning 
the recruitment of the new armed force 
which had been set up, and also for 
concerning the '“ two-army 
technique *’ which the Ministry was follow- 
ing—the two armies, of course, being the 
National Army and the I.R.A. 


A CANDID SPEECH. 


i have the streets of Dublin 


Sir John Keane’s speech, in introducing. 
his motion, was of a most unusual nature. 
It was dispassionately candid to the last 
degree. In expounding his own diffidence 
in normal circumstances about intervening 
in debates which related to the preserva- 
tion of peace, Sir John stated frankly that 
the reason was that he had not been of 
that ilk which was associated with the 
Post Office in 1916. 

The speech covered a much wider ground 
than had been suggested in the terms of 
the resolution, and there was a similar 
frankness in its references to the entire 
trend of affairs in the Free State 
since 1923. With the dispassionateness 
characteristic of the speech, Sir John 
admitted that it was a tribute to the state 
of the country that he could, in complete 
security, deliver such a speech. 

Rapidly sketching in all the course of 
affairs since ‘‘ what was literally described 
as the ‘ Cease Fire’ order ” in 1923, he 
pointed out that the I.R.A. had remained 
quite unbroken and now existed in 
defiance of all authority. It would have 
been better, he contended, if delivery had 
been demanded at that time of all arms, 
even at the risk of further bloodshed. 


REASON FOR 
IRRESOLUTION, 
Continuing, he pointed out that the 
I.R.A. had not been countenanced by the 
last Government, who brought in the 
Public Safety Act to break it up. Then 
came the present Government and an 
entire reversion of policy. Resolution was 


succeeded by irresolution. What was the 
reason for that irresolution ? 

Four reasons had been suggested—a 
radical philosophy on the part of the 
Government, which led them to believe 


that if they trusted the people all would 
be well; indifference, inability and sym- 


pathy. He suggested that probably it was 
a mixture of ail these reasons. 

Sir John Keane was not taking upon 
himself the defence of the National Guard, 
though he argued that its policy 
announced was thoroughly in accord with 
the Government’s “ radical principles.’’ 

The Senator wasted no time in jibes at 
the Government’s change of front. On the 
contrary, he took the attitude that peace 
was more important than principle, and 
right or wrong, preferable to 


as 


disorder. 

He did object, however, to the line 
adopted by the Government during recent 
weeks. He mentioned, incidentally, that 
the successive removals of Colonel Neligan 
and General O’Duffy from the Civie 
Guards each followed on demands for such 
removals by the I.R.A. publication, and 
that that publication had since clamoured 
that the National Guard must be “dealt 
with,” 

THE NEW FORCE. 

As to ‘the new force, the Senator was 
strongly of opinion that “if it, unfortu- 
nately, becomes necessary for Irishmen to 
shoot down one another,” it. would be 
better for the Government to employ tha 
Army than reeruits ‘who had been given 
uniforms and arms within forty-eight 
hours of enlistment. i 

How easy it is to misrepresent plain 
statements was shown by Mr. Comyn, whe 
paraphrased this last declaration, despite 
Sir John Keane’s warm protests, into a 
demand for military action in order to 
er swimming in 

Sir John Keane’s subsequent comment 
on this was that he would have preferred 
Mr. Comyn to adopt the technique of the 
High Courts rather than that of the Petty 
Sessions. 

Mr. Comyn, however, seemed to be in a 
naive mood. He suggested that the countrv 
was not only peaceful, but prosperous, and 
then, finding that this was received with 
ironical laughter, he cited as evidence the 
bountiful harvests of the past two years 
‘That shows that God is on our side.” 
he fervently proclaimed, 

Most of his speech was in defence of the 
I.R.A., upon whose personnel he lavished 
the praise that is the due of. patriots. 
‘“In my judgment,’’ he said, “they will 
not be suppressed until the object for 
which they were founded is achieved.” 


THE LABOUR VIEW. 


As is often the case in both Houses of 
the Oireachtas, the best defence of Govern- 
ment policy came from the Labour 
benches. Mr. Johnson ‘produced excerpts 
from the National Guard’s constitntion 
and reports of its leaders’ utterances to 
establish a case that its philosophy was 
dictatorial. Mr. Johnson’s own philosophy 
was that drastic reform of the Constitu- 
tion, even by constitutional means. is not 
to be tolerated. 

On the other hand, Mr. Milroy, to 
whom it was left to impart a vigorous 
tone to the discussion, produced some 
further extracts to prove that the or- 
ganisation was based on respect for the 
law. Nothing had been done or 
threatened by its members, he added. to 
suggest that that programme would not be 
adhered to. 

Mr. Douglas also saw many. thines in 
the professed objects of the National 
Guard which had his sympathy, and 
though there were others regarding which 
he had “ grave doubts,’’ he sev nothing 
in them to justify the ‘“‘ panic action” 
of the Government. 

As for the fear of a dictatorship, he 
warned the Government that in every 
country the parliamentary system is on 
trial. ‘“‘ And it will succeed,” he added 
gravely, as one who had always favoured 
the: parliamentary system himself, ‘‘ only 
if it is able tó produce Executives which 
are scrupulously fair in their dealings 
and able to protect the lives and property 
of their citizens.’’ :

MILK SUPPLIES. 


On the subject of milk supplies, Dr. 
Harbison says :— 

“The supervision of the production of the 
milk supplies in the County of Dublin should 
be materially strengthened by the proposed 
reorganisation, and when the appointments 
materialise Í am hoping to see these officers 
not merely inspect and supervise, but 
materially assist in the education of milk 
producers and milk vendors in t:> production 
of a clean milk supply. Earnest tribute is 
due to our vetermary ofilicers for the efforts 
they have made to increase the production of 
tubercle-free milk in Courty Dublin, and 
while realising that there is still a great 
ieal to be done to imp.:-e the standard 
(cleanliness in milk production, theré is no 
of energy and enthusiasm among our 

terh.ary officers in striving to help in this 
important cause. We have been waiting for 

lew years now for the introduction of new 
legislation dealing with the milk question, 
particularly with the establishment of new 
standards, for the registration of persons as 
well as premises, snd with the grading of 
milk. The term ‘Grade A* is much too 
loosely used, because it has not been in this 
country accurately defined, Much sampling 
has been done to test the fat content and 
the content of solids (not fat), but bacterio- 
logical as well as chemical standards are re- 
quired, and a more general use of t! 3 simple 
tests for bacteriological clezaliness is desir- 


INFANT WELFARE. 


In County Dublin it is the intention to 
Operate schemes for maternity and child 
welfare concurrently with the school medical 
insyection programme, in order that the pro- 
gramme of child hygiene may be. uniform. 

Much of the physical defect and general 
malnutrition dealt with under the School 
Medical . srv.ce schemes has its origin in the 
earlier years of ire, and the report states 
that if the burden of disease and defect found 
in schools is to be reduced a sound infant 
welfare scheme is essential. 

The post of Inspector of Midwives has 
been abolished, and Dr. Harbison states that 
he has warned those midwives who have 
been found unsatisfactory that if on _ re- 
inspectiozxs the reports are not muc!,. more 
satisfactory he will report them by name to 
the Central Midwives Board. He adds that 
he considers that the fession is much 
over-crowded. 

In concludmg his report, Dr. Harbison 
pays warm tributes to his staff, and to all 
who co-operated with him during his first 
year of office. 
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DUBLIN NUN’S DEATH. 


’ 
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On Monday the death occurred at the 
Convent of the Sisters of Charity, Lakelands, 
Sandymount, of Sister Mary Gilbert Dobbyn, 
at an advanced age.

BERLIN, Tuesday. 

Herr Ernst, the Commander of the State 
Storm ‘l'roopers, this morning called on the 
United States Ambassador in Berlin, Mr. 
Dodd, and expressed, his regrets for. the 
assault of a storm rope on Mr. Mulvihill, 
an American surgeon, tn Berlin last Tuesday. 

Mr. Mulvihill had: not given the Nazi 
salute to a parade of Nazi Storm Troops 
which passed him. 

Herr Ernst stated that the Nazi leaders 
were doing everything possible te keep their 
men under control. 

This apology as a voluntary act was ap- 
preciated by the American Embassy—though 
without prejudice to the complaints lodged 
by the America: Consul-General, which in- 
cluded a request for the punishment of the 
man concerned. This request still stands. 

No reference has yet appeared in the Cer- 
man Press either to the assault on Mr. Mul- 
vihill or to the apology of Herr Ernst. 

An order was issued to-night by Herr 
Hitler’s deputy leader, Herr Hess, which 
absolves foreigners from the obligation now 
incumbent on Germans to raise their arms in 
the “Hitler salute’ tc national songs or 
emblems. 

The order states that the customary marks 
or respect due from foreigners in strange 
countries are that they should rise when a 
national emblem, anthem, or other occasion 
demands it, or remove their hats. This ap- 
plies, he says, just as much to Germans 
when they are abroad. [Foreigners in Ger- 
many, however, cannot be expected to give 
the “ Hitler salute,’ any more than.a Pro- 
testant could be required to cross himself on 
entering a Catholic church, and he instructs 
the Storm Troopers to act accordingly.

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THE VALLEY OF 
APPLES. 


EARLY DAYS IN 
CANADA. 
WHERE LONGFELLOW 
WROTE. 


An apple festival has just been held in 
Canada in celebration of a sery important 
anniversary. Peay three hundred years 
ago, according to the ancient chronicles, 
Pierre Martin. a French settler in Nova 
Scotia, inspired, perhaps, by home-sickness, 
planted a number of apple trees, and found 
both solace and satisfaction in watching them 
mature and fructify. Others followed his 
example, and in course of time the valley 
where he and his friends had settled—the 
famous Annapolis—became one of the finest 
fruit-producing districts in the world. 

So rich has,been the Annapolis yield over 
the intervening centuries and so bountifully 
has it bestowed its pecuniary blessings on the 
people of the province that the apple’ festival 
was devised for the first time this year to 
mark their mindfulness of these mercies, and 
their recognition of their responsibilities as 
growers who should spare no pains to deserve 
so pleasant and profitable a heritage, 


THE CRADLE OF CANADA, 


Their traditions are not entirely frutarian, . 
however. The Annapolis Valley may well 
claim to be the very cradle of Canada itself. 
Nova Scotia is the oldest part of the Dominion 
from the point of; view of European settle- 
ment, John Cabot having planted the flag 
of Britain there in 1497. It was not until 
1604 that a permanent post was established 
by the French, but even then their little 
town—Port Royal—was the first European 
settlement north of Mexico. Four years later 
a church was built there and from it the torch 
of Christianity was passed from hand to hand 
throughout. Canada. 

Annapolis Valley itself lies to the west of 
Nova Scotia, or Acadie, as it was elegantly 
dubbed by the French. It is, roughly, one 
hundred miles long, and its beauties, notably 
in apple-blossom time, were such as to 
inspire Longfellow to write his great poem 
“ Evangeline.’’ 

The village of Grand Pre, which he im- 
mortalises there, is hard by the flourishing 
town of Windsor. The poem tells of the 
tragedy of the expulsion of the Acadians. 
They certainly lost a rich heritage and 
British ‘settlers won a great country. To-day 
the province yields over 2,000,000 barrels of 
apples every year. 

Pierre Martin’s bout of home-sickness was 
a blessing for the Empire. Its significance 
will, moreover, become greater with the 
years; for Britain is eating more and more 
fruit in its search for greater and greater 
health, and the silk-cheeked apple with the 
sweet, crisp flesh is one of the most potent 
factors in the “‘ genial art’’ of keeping fit. 


HARVESTING IN 
CANADA. 
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SOME “RECORD” CROPS 
CLAIMED. 


nw Vane 


Harvesting is general throughout the 
Prairie Provinces of Canada, except in the 
most northerly parts of Saskatchewan and 
Alberta. In the southern sections of the three 
grain provincts threshing is under way, 
according to the digest of the weekly report 
ot the Canadian National Railways cabled to 
London. : 

The report states that yields vary greatly, 
some sections as low as two bushels to the 
acre, Others recording 25 bushels, while 
sections of Manitoba claim “ record ” crops. 
Jn southern and central Manitoba cutting is 
almost completed. In the northern areas of 
this province conditions are good. 

In southern Saskatchewan cutting is three- 
pen completed, some fields being fit only 
or feed, and others average 20 bushels an 
acre. Coarse grains are poor and light in 
vield, these conditions being similar in 
central Saskatchewan, while the northern 
area is more promising. 

This story is repeated in Alberta, poor 
conditions in the south, where the yield is 
from 2 to 10 bushels; while in the north the 
estimate rises to 25 bushels an acre. Central 
Alberta reports no damage and a satisfactory 
outrun. 

Harvesting dried up the flow of cattle to 
western stockyards, and _ prices have 
strengthened in the stocker and feeder trade. 
Hog prices are also strengthening. 
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FRENCH FIGHTING IN 
THE ATLAS. 


TRIBES OFFER STRONG 
RESISTANCE. 


-——&—— 


Step by step and at the price of great diffi- 
culties the: French troops now operating in 
the rock fastnesses of the great Atlas are 
gradually attaining their objectives and sub- 
duing the warlike tribes who have been defy- 
ing them from the mountain heights. 

There remain two sectors to be cleared up, 
a wedge having been thrust between them to 
facilitate operations. In the west, states 
Reuter, from Rabat, Morocco, the Ait Abdi 
are fighting to the last cartridge. and in the 
east, on the wild slopes of the Djebel Baddou, 
the Ait Aissa and a number of Nomads have 
taken refuge. After a thirteen hours’ march 
in terrific heat the flying column based on 
Tadla (General De Loustal) occupied all the 
southern portion of the plateau held by the 
Ait Abdi. The tribesmen, taken by surprise, 
were in some cases caught before they could 
shoulder a rifle, and a number of native en- 
campments have been occupied by the 
French. 

The Marrakesh Column (General Catpoux) 
has completely invested the Djebel Baddow 
on the north and north-east. The column 
under General Giraud, which was to occupy 
the Kerdous district, met with a most deter- 
mined resistance from a group of fanatics 
sniping from the shelter of grottos and from 
mountain crests. By the end of the day, 
after the French troops had literally advanced 
one step at a time, all the Kerdous villages, 
except one, had bven occupied, the headsmen 
tendering their submission.

DECEPTION. 


Three pairs of “ false feet” used by a 
European to challenge the fire-walkers of the 
East were among the exhibits in the Warm- 
baths Court when two men were convicted 
of contravening the gaming laws. 

The soles of the ‘ false feet” were made 
of asbestos, states Reuter’s Nylstroom (Trans- 
vaal) correspondent, but so ingeniously were 
they constructed that, once on the feet, it 
was almost impossible to distinguish them 
from the real soles.

The inside was covered with a black 
sticky substance, which firmly fixed the false 
sole to the foot under the heat of the hot 
coals.

It has been 
established that the average yield is two or 
three quintals (double hundred-weights) per 
hectare higher than in 1932. A number of 
districts, adds Tass, have obtained an excep- 
tionally high yield, up to an average of 18 
reime & r hectare (equivalent to approxi- 
mately 14 cwt. per acre). 

The revenue in kind of the collective far- 
mers will be double that of 1932.

DUNDALK HARBOUR BILL.

The text of the Dundalk Harbour Bill, 
which was introduced in the Senate on the 
16th August, was circulated yesterday. It 
is intended to confirm an order authorising 
the payment of pensions and allowances 
to officers and servants of the Dundalk 
Harbour Commissioners. By the order 
the Commissioners may, at their discre- 
tion, grant pensions or allowances to 
whole-time officers of 65 years of age and 
25 years’ service, or to officers incapable 
of further service by reason of infirmity, 
an annual allowance not exceeding two- 
thirds of their annual remuneration. The 
Commissioners may also grant to officers 
or servants of ten years’ service who retire 
or are removed such special remuneration 
as they consider reasonable. These grants 
are subject to certain limitations set out 
in the bill. ia |

CRIMINALS BECOME 
GOOD CITIZENS.

Prominent Soviet Government officials have 
been awarded Soviet Orders of Lenin, Red 
Banner and Red Labour Banner at the same 
time and for the same services as ex-criminals, 
both y olitical and common. 

Behind it lies the story of the most striking 
social experiment ever carried out in Russia, 
recording to Reuter’s Moscow Correspondent. 
The orders were given for work during the 
construction of the White Sea-Baltic Canal 
(now called the Stalin Canal), and the rewari- 
ing of ex-criminals is unprecedented in 
Russian history. 

The construction of the canal was used as 
a means to test the Soviet system of re- 
educating socially dangerous human elements 
by systematic labours, and, according to 
official reports, the experiment was a complete 
success. Of thirty-one men—workmen, 
engineers and managers—who helped to build 
the Stalin Canal, eight were ‘‘ wreckers’’ and 
four were ex-professional thieves. 

In the course of their work, says an official 
report, these men were transformed from 
hardened criminals into exemplary workers. 
The case of one man, Sergey Trotiakov, is 
cited. As a boy of ten he ran away from 
home and became a professional “lag.” In 
1925 he was sentenced to six years’ solitary 
confinement for murder, but was released. two 
years later. A week after his release he 
turned to his old pursuits, and was confined 
in the prisoners’ concentration camp at 
Solevtsy. Even there he succeeded in burglar- 
ing warehouses and dwelling-places. 

‘hen. as a last resort, Trotiakov was sent 
to work on the Stalin Canal. There, says 
the Tass Agency, “influenced by. long talks 
with able people, impressed by the heroic 
work of his comrades, the mentality of 
Sergey Trotiakov underwent a change that 
surprised even himselfi—he became an 
exemplary worker.” 

Kovalev, another man with a twenty years 
criminal record, also turned over a new leaf, 
and became a skilled laboratory worker and 
was awarded the Order of the Red Labour 
Banner. He says himself: “I don’t know 
how it happened—I think it was the trust 
that was placed in me that did it.

ESTIMATING CANADA'S

This first 
week’s-end in July, which represents the 
beginning of the main tourist season for the 
Rocky Mountain resorts, has been watched 
with interest, for by the number of visitors 
over that period can be gauged the propor- 
tions of the whole season’s tourist traffic.

SUGAR BILL. . 


On the Committee stage of the Sugar Manu- 
facturers Bill, Mr. JOHNSON proposed an 
amendment that the wages paid to persons 
employed by the company for the purpose 
of the business of the company should not 
be less than would be payable if such busi- 
ness were carried on under a contract 
between the Minister and the company con- 
taining a fair wages clause similar to that 
for the time being contained in contracts 
made by the Ministry and Government depart- 
ments. 

The MINISTER FOR FINANCE (Mr. 
MacEntee) said that the Government were 
not opposed to the principle of the amend- 
ment, but they dorcel its inclusion for 
this reason: it was a matter of the utmost 
importance that the bill should become law 
at the earliest possible moment. If the 
amendment were passed it would involve re- 
ference back to the Dail, and cause delay. 
He would promis. that the Articles of 
Association would contain a clause to the 
effect that the wages paid by the company 
to the people employed for the purpose of its 
business should not be less than if such a 
business was carried on under a contract be- 
tween the Minister and the company contain- 
ing @ fair wagos clause. 

Mr. FARREN said that the people who 
had capital would be entitled to put their 
money into this coaccrn which would have a 
monopoly of the whole of the market in this 
country. It was right that the human beings 
who would be employed to produce the wealth 
for the capitalist should be protected. They 
were prepared to accept the undertaking 
given by the Minister. 


NO WEALTH FOR FARMER. 


Miss BROWNE said that there was going 
to be no wealth in it for the farmer. No 
fortunes had been made out of beet growing. 
Under the terms of the bill the farmer would 
make no money unless he had a good crop. 

Mr. WILSON said that there was no such 
thing as a fair wages clause for the farmers 
in the bill, It was questionable if the farmer, 
even with his own child labour, would be 
able to meet his costs. He was not against 
the fair wages principle clause, but it should 
have been considered when they were fixing 
the price to be paid to the farmers for their 


eet. 

Mr. JOHNSON sail? that the bill did not 
we fo fix the price farmers should pay 
or labour. He was prepared to accept the 
Minister’s undertaking that the subject matter 
of the’ amendment would be inserted in the 
Articles of Association, and in that case would 
ask leave to withdraw the amendment, 


Mr. JAMESON said that it was useless to | 


discuss the bill without having the Artices of 
Association of the company before them. Na 
one was against the bill, and why should 
not Labour be careful to secure that those 
they represented should get their share, 
because it was the poorer classes who would 
rovide most of the wealth for the sugar 
actories. The principle embodied in the 
amendment would be safer if embodied in an 
Act than in the Articles of Association, from 
which it could be eliminated more easily. He 
hoped that the House would be given an 
epportunity to discuss the matter again when 
as Articles of Association did appear. 

Mr, GUINNESS said that he hoped that 
the Articles of Association would be formally 
brought before them for consi leration, and 
not merely laid on the table «f the House. 


When they saw the Articles cf Association 
they could discuss the matter properly. 
The amendment was by leave withdrawn. 
Standing Orders were suspended, and the 
bill was passed through its remaining stages. 


GUARDS’ PENSIONS. 


On the Committee stage of the Garda 
Siochana (Pensions) Bill, 

Mr. JOHNSON moved to delete Sub- 
Section Two of Section Two from the bill, 
and substitute therefor the following new 
Sub-Section — 

“The Executive Council may at any 
time by order revoke or suspend for 
such time as they think proper for 
reasons stated in such order any pension 
granted under this Act, but no 
pension shall be so revoked or suspended 
unless and until the reasons for such 
proposed revocation have been communi- 
cated in writing to the person in receipt 
of the pension and such person has been 
given a reasonable opportunity of making 
to the Executive Council such explana- 
tion, answer or other case as he may 
think proper in relation to such proposed 
revocation or the reasons therelor, and 
every order made by the Executive 
Council under this section shall be 
published in the /ris Oifrqinil as soon as 
may be after it is made. 

He said that this was not entirely a new 
matter, and recalled that in the Military 
Pensions Amendment Act of 1925 an amend- 
ment, of which this was almost a verbatim 
copy, was inserted to provide against the 
revocation of pensions without hearing the 
persons concerned or without publicity, ‘The 
amendment had no particular significance, 
because it was introduced at the present 
time. He was more concerned with the 
present Guards’ Commissioners and future 
Commissioners, and wanted to make sure 
that it was not left in the power of the 


Executive of the day to deprive a man of 


his pension without explanation, hearing and 
publicity. : 

Mr. BAGWELL seconded the amendment, 
and said that it did not restrict the powers 
of the Executive in any way in revoking 
pensions, and it was a _ certain. safeguard 
against arbitrary action. 

The I MINISTER FOR JUSTICE (Mr. 
Ruttledge) said that while he did not think 
the amendment necessary he was quite pre- 
pared to accept it if the Senate thought that 
it was a safeguard. 

The amendment was carried. 

Standing Orders were suspended, and the 
remaining stages of the bill were passed 
without further discussion.

SCHEME IN U.S.A. 


_ “Go West, young man!” is again the cry 
in America. Supporters of the “ back to the 
land’’ movement,-to be financed from the. 
public works fund, believe it will go far 
to solve the nation’s relief problem, and at 
the same time help in restoring prosperity. 

Although only £5,000,000 has gan set, aside 
for the experiment, states Reuter írom Wash- 
ington, some members of Congress are already 
to ask for many times that if the plan works.

APPEAL FOR STATE 
ASSISTANCE. 


HE Tobacco Growers’ and Curers’ 
Association of Ireland has addressed 
to the Free State Minister for Agriculture 
lengthy communication concerning 
Irish-grown tobacco. 
In the course of the communication it is 
stated :— 
“The success of our tobacco exhibition 
at the recent Ballsbridge Show has proved 
conclusively that Irish-grown tobacco leaf 
is equal to the best grown in any country 
in the world. Visitors from America, 
France, Germany, South Africa, etc., 
marvelled at the quality of the leaf ex- 
hibited, and many of them declared that 
it was at least as good as, if not better 
than, the best grown tobacco in their re- 
spective countries. This is a magnificent - 
testimonial which should definitely make 
for the full development of tobacco in the 
Free State, as well as make this crop one 
of the most encouraging, attractive and 
lucrative of the many agricultural crops 
raised by farmers in this country. 
‘The period of experiment has passed, 
and we have now the definite certainty 
that from our own soil we can produce all 
the tobacco required ‘to supply our own 
needs, and in time, such exports. as will 
successfully compete with similar pro- 
ducts from any other country. 

“To supply our own needs we require 
annually about 8,000,000 Ils. of leaf. 
This means from 10,000 to 12,000 extra 
acres of tillage, and a considerable annual 
revenue for the nation, as well as much 
needed remuneration for farmers, farm 
labourers, traders and our general com- 
munity. The industry is peculiarly 
suited to the enterprise of our small 
farmers, and is one that should meet with 
enthusiastic support from our people 
generally, as well as from the State.
